806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the optical device of invention I is 
not necessary for the polarizing method of invention II. Because these inventions are 
distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate status in the art as 
shown by their different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper.
